The Unemployment Situation. 

Mr. Mitchell, chief of the pro- 
. neial employment service, 
1 ‘kes the unwelcome announce- 

at that the number of people 
Out of work is on the increase, 
and that the outlook is for worse 
conditions before spring opens. 
More.than 4,500 are now register- 
ed at the various offices as un- 
employed, and the demand for 
help is not keeping pace with the 
new registrants. Regrettable as 
this is, it is what had to be ex- 
pected under the circumstances. 
The turn to colder weather last 
month made it impossible to con- 
tinue out-door work on the scale 
that had been possible ‘in the mild- 
er weather prevailing up to that 
time. People who have been de- 
pending upon the savings of last 
summer to help out the smaller 
earnings in the winter now find 
these running low, and the neces- 
sity of steady work more pressing. 
On the other hand there has been 
no marked change in the economic 
world such as would off-set these 
conditions and create new employ- 
ment. No doubt in all other prov- 
inces, and the world over, the 
trend of things is in the same di- 
rection; toward a shrinkage in the 
demand for labor. There is no- 
thing in the development in this 
province that is peculiar, and un- 
favorable as it is, the situation is 
not by any means so serious as it 
is in the more largely industrial 
sections af the Dominion. But it 
is quite serious enough to justify 
the appeal that is made to employ- 
ers to not cut down their staffs 
during the winter if they can pos- 
sibly avoid it, and to give addi- 
tional work where that can be 
done. It is impossible that the re- 
sponse should ‘be such sas to solve 
the ‘‘problem,’ but in such cir- 
cumstances any response will be 
areal help. To keep one man off 
the streets for the next two 
months, in disregard to strict 
economy, is an act of humanity 
greater than that of ‘‘firing’’ him 
and then contributing the amount 
of his wages to a poor fund. 

One result of the position indi- 
cated is that relief measures will 
have to be extended to meet in- 
creasing need, and continued un- 
til winter breaks up. That is 
the only way to deal with the mat-
